A New Barn Is Destroyed. 


T E N P E R S O N S HAD NARROW ES­ 
CAPE W H E N A PA R T M E N T 
F E L L TO GROUND. 


IT OCCURRED AT 11 O'CLOCK LAST NIGHT 


No One W a s Injured by the Mishap— 
T he Night Chief of Police, John 
Kaiser, Took Charge of 
the Situation. 


Ten persons sleeping in the Aren- 
son ap artm ents in the 200 block on 
W est Main stre et 
narrowly 
missed 
death at l l o’clock Tuesday evening, 
when a large section of the wall on 
the side and rear of the building fell, 
carrying with it the floor of The sec­ 
ond story. 
T he first floor 
of 
the 
building, 
which is located at 205 W est Main 
street, is occupied by the Moore sec­ 
ond-hand store. 
Mr. Moore recently 
purchased the stock from B. A. A rea­ 
son. 
Joe Means, a cripple, having lodg­ 
ing quarters there, said he thought an 
earthquake 
was 
on as the structure 
gave way. 
The second floor of the building is 
rented by Mr. Arenson; w ho conducts 
a rooming apartm ent. 
At the time 
the wall collapsed there 
were 
ten 
persons 
sleeping 
in the apartm ent, 
and several of these were carried to 
th e ground, but escaped uninjured. 
The first crash came shortly after 
l l o’clock Tuesday night, when the 
side section of the 
wall 
collapsed. 
N ight Chief of Police 
John 
Kaiser, 
who was on the scene, ordered the 
alley 
barricaded, 
and half an hour 
la te r the rear wall gave way, carrying 
w ith it the flooring of 
the 
second 
story. 
The stock in the rear of the second­ 
hand store was badly dam aged by be­ 
ing covered with debris and also from 
th e rain which fell during the night. 
T he building is owned 
by 
Mary 
Ja n e Sugden, who was unable to state 
h er loss W ednesday morning. 
Traffic has been halted in the alley­ 
w ay at the rear of the building. 
The 
dangerous condition of the building 
had been called to the attention of the 
city engineer’s office recently, and it 
w a s the intention of this office to con­ 
dem n the building w ithin the next few’ 
days.

Columbia, Mo., May 3.—Censorship 
of the news is by no means an in­ 
vention of modern war lords, accord­ 
ing to Frederick W. Lehmann, of St. 
Louis, who last night delivered an 
address on “The Newspaper and Jhe 
Law,” before the night 
session 
of 
Journalism Week at the University of 
Missouri. 
“The struggle for the freedom and 
the struggle for the restraint of the 
press has been in progress since the 
invention of the printing press,” said 
Mr. Lehmann. “The press will always 
continue with its freedom of expres­ 
sion, but it must, on the other hand, 
be curbed to a certain extent. 
“The censorship of the#news was es­ 
tablished in 1637 by Charles 
I, 
of 
England. 
That censorship continued, 
not only in dictating the matter to be 
published, but also in determining the 
number of 
newspaper 
plants 
and 
presses which could be operated in 
the kingdom. 
Censor Busy Early In America. 
“The censorship of the news was 
carried to the colonies and we have 
the record of the prompt suppression 
of the first newspaper published in 
America, The Public Occurrences, is­ 
sued in Boston. 
The suppression of 
the publisher was evidently not be­ 
cause of the contest, but because the 
publisher did not first obtain a li­ 
cense from the government. So it was 
with Franklin’s newspaper, the young­ 
er brother sharing the responsibility 
of the newspaper because the older 
Franklin did not obtain government 
sanction for his opinions as printed. 
“But today the press is considered 
as a pow er for good and as a put lie 
benefactor. The freedom of the press 
is practically assured 
for 
all time, 
but the element of restraint will,too, 
be evident. 
There are some things 
that are not fit to be published. The 
law. 
in 
some 
cas^s, 
designates. 
these. 
t American Press Leads World. 
“Libel is a difficult thing to deter­ 
mine. In most eases the truth of The 
statement, 
is 
considered 
sufficient 
grounds for 
the 
dismissal 
of 
the 
charge. Many editors have the idea 
that the use of the word “alleged” or 
similar qualifying terms is sufficient 
to remove his responsibility. 
This 
conception is 
entirely 
wrong. 
The 
editor is responsible for the truth of 
any statement he prints, no matter 
what the qualifying terms.” 
Mr. Lehmann compared the condi­ 
tion of the press of the United States 
with that of other countries. 
“Here we 
have 
one 
newspaper 
plant to each 3,000 inhabitants,” he 
said. “In the rest of the world there 
is one plant to each 1,000,000 people. 
These figures 
alone 
show' 
the im­ 
mensity and the widespread influence 
of the publishing 
industry 
in 
our 
land.”

More Men Interested. 
“Well, we went ahead slowly and 
got more men interested. 
We organ­ 
ized No. 2 at Harnell, N. Y.; No. 3 at 
Jersey City; No. 4, at Meadville, Pa., 
and a number of other lodges. Finally 
we had organizations all 
along 
the 
line of the Erie. 
"Well, things went along all right 
w'ith me until 1877, when the receiver 
of the Erie ordered a IO per cent cut 
in the wages of both firemen and en­ 
gineers. 
By that time we had an en­ 
gineers’ organization, too. 
I was the 
chairman for the firemen’s brother­ 
hood. 
We called a mass meeting at 
Port 
Jervis 
and the men voted to 
strike if the cut was made. I protest­ 
ed and told the men the brotherhood 
was formed for peace and that the 
brotherhood was also still very young. 
“Well, I went before the railroad 
people and argued against the cut. 
I told them that the day would come 
when they w’ould respect the brother­ 
hood more than they did. 
Their re­ 
ply was made that that might be the 
case, but that I shouldn’t be one of 
the brotherhood leaders at that time. 
The next day I was discharged. 


“ Dad” Then Came West. 
"The men all along the line wanted 
to strike to have me reinstated, but I 
told them that I could get along all 
right and that I didn’t want all that 
% 
trouble on account of me. 
So I came 
west. 
“The superintendent of transporta­ 
tion of the Erie was kind enough to 
furnish transportation for me and my 
family to Nebraska City. There I got 
a job as a stationary fireman. 
Later. 
I got a job on ihe B. & M. in Nebraska 
and also helped build 
the 
bridge 
across the Missouri river at Platts­ 
mouth, Neb. 
"In 1881 I came to St. Joseph and 
fired on an engine between here and 
Council Bluffs. 
Later I wras engineer 
on the narrow* gauge between here and 
Albany. 
One time 
my 
train 
was 
tipped over in Albany by a cyclone. 
“After that I was with the Missouri 
Pacific seventeen years out of Kan­ 
sas City. 
I have not done any engine 
work since 1898, though I was con­ 
nected with the International Corre­ 
spondence Schools for eight years af­ 
ter that. 
"I have always been in favor of 
peace, and think railroad men should 
keep out of trouble, 
if 
they 
can. 
Those who agitate for trouble, look 
nit for them! 
I am for peace' today 
n the railroad controversies, but not

Years ago 
people used to settle 
down 
in one 
place and live there all 
t h e ir 
lives. 
Having grown up 
in

p la c e they 
knew all the 
m erchants 
from way 
back. They had some idea as to who 
wes enterprising and alert and who 
was slow’ and indifferent. Advertis­ 
ing W’as useful tjien, but not so whol­ 
ly necessary as now. Rut many m er­ 
chants are still trying to do business 
as if these conditions still existed. 
Nowadays the population of most 
towms is very fluctuating. If a store 
is satisfied merely to keep its old 
customers it finds that a certain pro­ 
portion die off each year. A far larg­ 
er proportion has moved elsewhere. 
Meanwhile a constant influx of new’ 
people come in. It is a common re­ 
mark even in small places, that the 
town is full of new* faces. 
When a new’ family comes in they 
immediately want to know* where to 
trade. They know nothing of the his­ 
tory or reputation of the merchants. 
The first thing they do is to buy a 
newspaper and find out wrhat. stores 
are advertising. Usually they open up 
accounts with merchants whose no­ 
tices they have read.

Ho 
gets the cream of the nowr trade and 
wins the friendship 
of 
new’ people, 
who to less 
enterprising m erchants 
are wholly strangers.

to lead the nation, provided it is also 
heroic and worthy of n heroic leader.

W hether a decisive result 
in tho 
present great war is to occur at Ver­ 
dun or not, there is at least a taste 
of tho romance of history in the fact 
that there over a thousand years ago 
two brothers, grandsons of the m ak­ 
er of the Frankish empire, laid down 
ihe line for flit lire generations and fu­ 
ture wars. But it would be a glorious 
epoch in human annals if at the end 
of the present w*ar there could he an­ 
other treaty of Verdun, removing the 
last trace of 
that 
feudal overlord­ 
ship which makes war over the heads 
of the nations.

court yesterday for attacking Miss 
Claribel Jefferson, whom she met in 
her husband's company on Broadway. 
Mrs. Crouch was accompanied to 
court by her 17-year-old son, George 
Arthur Crouch, and several witnesses. 
She was not represented by counsel. 
Miss Jefferson, who appeared limping, 
her right eye slightly discolored and 
carrying a cane, was represented by 
IWO lawyers and was accompanied by 
Crouch. 
Crouch told how’ 
his 
wife 
acted 
when she met him and Miss Jefferson. 
“I’m going to kill that girl," Crouch 
said his wife cried, as she swung her 
gold mesh hand bag into Miss Jeffer­ 
son's Bice. 
“She then leaped at 
Miss 
Jeffer­ 
son,” Crouch said, “and bore her to 
the pavement, where they rolled over 
and over, fighting 
and 
scratching, 
pulling hair and striking. 
“Crouch said he 
separated 
them 
after some difficulty and rushed Miss 
Jefferson into a taxicab and drove 
away. 
Wife Says He Admits Loving Rival. 
Asked by M agistrate Barlow, where 
sh** went after the 
trouble, 
Mrs. 
Crouch said she continued on her way 
to a riding academy, but stayed there 
only a short time. 
Continuing with hnr version of the 
fracas, she told the court her husband 
has an income of $60,000 a year, and 
since their separation last July he has 
paid her $400 a month. 
Before Miss Jefferson entered into 
her life, she said, Crouch w’ent home 
three or four times a day. Now’, Mrs. 
Crouch said, he insists that he loves 
this woman dearly and 
cannot 
do 
without her. 
Mrs. Crouch said he owns eleven 
horses, and that Miss Jefferson rides 
them in the exhibitions, and he keeps 
her in luxury at a hotel, living him­ 
self at another, while she and her son 
must be content with a modest apart­ 
ment in Brooklyn. 
She denied she attacked Miss Jef­ 
ferson, but asserted that she w'as the 
one assaulted. 
While on the ground, 
she said, her 
husband 
encouraged 
Miss Jefferson by crying: 
“Kill her! 
Tear her hat to pieces!" and Miss 
Jefferson called out, “Hit her George, 
hit h e r” ' 
M agistrate 
Barlow" 
asked 
Mrs. 
Crouch if she would promise not to 
molest Miss Jefferson or her husband. 
She said that she 
never 
divorced 
Crouch, although he offered to pay if 
she would, and 
consequently 
w’as 
within her rights in seeing him. 
Counsel for Miss Jefferson told the 
court Crouch and Miss Jefferson w’ere 
in danger of their lives from Mrs. 
Crouch and that she was thoroughly 
infuriated at Miss Jefferson. 
Mrs. Crouch’s son, Arthur, w’as then 
called, and he, too, thought that his 
m o th e r had a right to see his father, 
and w’ould not give the m agistrate any 
promise that he wTould keep her away 
from him. 
M agistrate Barlow’ then 
ordered her locked up and 
a 
com­ 
plaint drawn. 
Denies Disorderly Conduct. 
Arraigned later on a charge of dis­ 
orderly conduct, she 
pleaded 
not 
guilty and was paroled until next 
Tuesday. 
She 
was warned to keep 
away from her husband and the com­ 
plainant. 
In a statem ent Mrs. Crouch told of 
a telegram she received from her hus­ 
band a year ago last January while 
abroad. 
In it he told her not to re­ 
turn, that he loved another. 
At the Vanderbilt horse sale last 
July, she said, she saw Miss Jeffer­ 
son and her husband together for the 
first time, and since that date they 
have lived apart. 
For twenty-six years they have been 
married, she said, and she lived and 
struggled with him in the early days 
when, she declared, ho received $16 
a week, and she did her own wash­ 
ing, cooking and housework.
